U.S. Takes Serious

WASHINGTON (UP) 
The United States blamed 
“irresponsible elements” in 
Trieste today for what it 
called the “most serious” 
rioting of the past two days 
in which at least 10 persons 
were killed. 

At the same time the govern 
ment appealed to the people of 
Trieste to co-operate fully with 
efforts Allied military au 
thorities to “maintain order.” 

State department press of 
Henry Suydam said in a state 
ment that the state department 
‘takes a most serious view of 
these incidents and is continuing 
to follow developments in Tri 
este closely.” 

Suydam told reporters 
diplomatic negotiations 
“still in progress” with Britain, 
France, Italy and Yugoslavia

N THE wall in my office is a picture of 
the complete Times news and editorial 
,staff of 1934. I remember the day it was 
taken.

GOVERNMENT AT VIEW 


Red Cross Challenges Victoria 
To Aid With Gamma Globulin 


The Red Cross has stepped 
into. the fight against polio and 
will take a leading part in the 
building up of stores of badly 
needed gamma globulin, it was 
announced today by M. L. Fitz 
gerald. 

Chairman, of the blood trans 
fusion committee of the local 
branch of the organization, Mr. 
Fitzgerald issued an appeal for 
25 pep cent increase in blood 
donors—3,000 more volunteers} 
this year than last. 

Gamma globulin, a blood de 
rivative, is the best-known 
means of minimizing the effects) 
of polio. Medical authorities, be-| 
lieve that the strain in polio in 
Canada may differ from the 
strain elsewhere, hence need 
Canadian blood. It will gradu 
ally build. some degree of immu 
nity against the polio virus. 
they hope. 

Mr. Fitzgerald explained that 
the federal department of na- 
tional health called on the Red 
Cross to produce 150,000 extra 
blood donors during the next 
year and at the same time main- 
tain present services. At pres 
ent the Red Cross collects whole 
blood and plasma necessary for 
hospitals throughout Canada. 

The head of the local blood 
service warned Victorians that 
the Red Cross would not be re 
sponsible for distribution of the 
gamma globulin. 

“Distribution. rests entirely 
with the federal department of 
national health and welfare,” 
he said 

“But it can't be given out un 
less we can the 
extra blood. That is up to the 
people of Victoria. We need 
new donors at the clinic at Red 
Cross House next Thursday and 
Friday, and at every future 
clinic.”

They don't hesitate to walk across our property 
but if we did the same to theirs, they would 
make such a fuss that the whole neighbor- 
hood would hear. I should like to move but 
it is not so easy as we bought this house with 
a GI loan. A friend of mine suggested that 
we put up a fence and I hope to be able to 
get enough money for one by next spring. 
Will this solve our problem?”

It is too bad wher neighbors must put up a “spite 
fence.” However, there are times whén such aefence is the 
only solution. If you decide one. is necessary to solve your 
problem, get as artistic a fence as possible and cover it with

Once you get a fence on your property, it will mean that 
they should not tresspass without your: permission... If you 
were friendly, you would not object to their coming on your 
property any more than they should object to your going on 
theirs. 

But, as they do object, you have every right to keep them 
off. Ask them politely not to walk over your yard If they 
persist, then tell them you will have to inform the police. 
person has no right to insult people and walk over their 
property against their wishes. The law is there to protect your 
rights as a citizen. Use it.
